4. Premier Ky is reported to feel that the 
strike in Da Nang is not a cause for serious con- 
cern, although he has indicated that he may visit 
I Corps tomorrow to "show his face." Police Director 
Lieu and Military Security Service Chief Colonel 
Loan, now in I Corps, have reported to Ky that Gen- 
eral Chuan, the new I Corps commander, has accepted 
full responsibility for dealing with agitation in 
the area. Most of the troublemakers are still felt 
to be local political factions, and at least three 
ranking Buddhist leaders, including Tri Quang, have 
now reportedly assured Ky that the Buddhists will 
not cause trouble. 
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
